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-i, The amendment does not resolve an issue of unclarity of the specification, does not response to the rejections under 1 12, first and 

second paragraphs. Particularly, in claim 22 there Is no sulfur-containing liquid recited in the claim. The only solutions recited in the 
^ claim are those of silver nitrate and sodium acetate. No solution containing a trace of sulfur is recited in the body of the claim. The 
V second step is still not clear, since if there are conditions for precipitating silver acetate, why not all silver acetate be precipitated? What 
is silver in step 3 - silver ions? What silver sulfide is formed from, if no sulfur is mentioned in the claim? There are other issues that 
were not resolved by the amendment. The method is not apparent and is not disclosed in dear and definite terms. 
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
